Burlington, Vt., Scut. 3.—A political 
campaign for the governorship of Ver­ 
mont unprecedented by the interest 
aroused and of bitterness engendered, 
ended with rallies in scores of towns 
and 
cities 
last 
night. 
A 
vote 
approaching 70,000 is prophesied rn 
today's election, of which C. D. Thomp­ 
son, state chairm an of the Progres­ 
sive party, claim s 20,000. T hat this is 
the high w ater m ark is evidenced Ly 
the more conservative claim s of other 
Bull Moose leaders. Tw'elve thousand 
and upw ard will be a virtual victory 
for the third party m ovem ent, and to 
keep this figure down is the desperate 
endeavor of tho old guard Republi­ 
cans. 
They are m aking no statem ent 
other than th at their candidate will 
be elected today. 
For a quarter of a 
century the average vote in Vermont 
on the presidential year has been 63,- 
000. 
Giving the Prohibitionists and 
Socialists their thousand each, about 
60.000 votes are left to be divided be­ 
tween Allen F letcher of Cavendish, 
Republican, H arland B. Howe, of St. 
Johnsbury, Democrat, and the Rev. 
F razer M etzger of Randolph, Progres­ 
sive. 
Two years ago the Democratic 
nom inee for governor polled 17.000 
votes. 
Mr. Howe is expected to ex­ 
ceed this num ber because of the strong 
W ilson sentim ent in m any parts of 
the state.

ton the question of grades is one not 
to be overlooked in road building. The 
character of the soil and natural drain­ 
age conditions have much to do with 
the cost of maintenance. Therefore too 
much consideration cannot be given to 
location. The maiu points to be dealt 
w ith are til directness, (2» grade, t3i 
natural drainage and (4) character of 
the soil. 
The foundation to be built for any 
road should depend largely upon local 
conditions. Some soils of a gravelly na­ 
ture make the best foundations and 
will be sufficient without treatm ent 
Other than grading upon which to con­ 
struct a macadam road. 
Soils that are of a clayey nature or 
that contsiin pockets of quicksand, un­ 
stable earth or organic m atter are 
treacherous and require special treat-

ment. In such cases the unstable m a­ 
terial should be removed and replaced 
with gravel or sand, and w herever 
practicable the earth subgrade should 
be thoroughly rolled, preferably with a 
steam roller, and made to conform in 
crown or cam ber to the surface of the 
flnisheJ road. Sandy subgrades may be 
improved by the use of a thin layer of 
clay or soil. 
'There .‘ire two forms of drainage es 
pectin! in road building, (I) surface 
drainage and (2) subdrainage. 
There 
are three essential points to be con­ 
s id e re d 
in connection 
with surface 
d rainage 
(I) The surface of the road 
should be of such a shape that w ater 
will quickly drain from it to the side 
ditches; (2> the side ditches should be 
adequate in size to carry, without 
overflow, the maximum rainfall, and 
they should bn of such depth aud 
grade th at orator will travel easily to 
low points on the road, and (3) from 
the low pointstthere should be suitable 
outlets to convey the wafer to the 
natural drainage of tho country. 
W ater should never be perm itted to 
rem ain under a macadam road; con­ 
sequently subdrainage must be resort­ 
ed to at times. 
W ater softens the 
foundation, allows the broken stone to 
be fenced into it by the traffic, and in 
freezing it expands and dislodges the 
broken stone, destroying the bond. 
There are several w ays of removing 
the subsurface water, (I) by raising 
the subgrade; (2) by side drains con­ 
sisting of narrow trenches filled with 
broken stone, with a pipe five or six 
inches in diam eter near the bottom. A 
drain of this type should have fre­ 
quent side outlets. On hillsides a pipe 
or culvert is carried under the road at 
suitable points. 
Another type of subdrain that is 
much used in Massachusetts is the “V” 
drain. 
It consists in shaping the sub- 
drain in the form of a “V,” the angle 
being at the center of the road. 
This 
Is filled with coarse stone up to the 
foundation grade and has frequent side 
outlets. 
This type is rather expensive 
and very frequently can be dispensed 
with by raising the subgrade with 
suitable sand, gravel or clay. 
Another type of drain practical for 
side hill locations is a subside drain, 
located on tile upper side of the road 
to intercept and provide an outlet for 
surface aud ground water before it 
reaches the road proper. 
Great care should be used In properly 
grading a road. 
The practice In America is generally 
to place the maximum grade at 5 per 
cent for Important roads, as a horse 
can trot without difficulty up such a 
grade, and another important consider­ 
ation in connection with grades is that 
a macadam surface can only be mtfln- 
talned at great cost on steep grades. 
in fixing the grades the engineer 
Should so adjust the cuts and fills as to 
make the least possible waste of mate­ 
rial, and lu this he must net overlook 
the fact That some materials shrink to 
a great extent when taken from the 
cuts and placed in the fills. 
This va­ 
ries with the material, but averages 


j about 15 per cent. 
The careful engF 
. neer will set his grade stakes not 
| more than fifty feet apart, and in ne 
case should they be over a hundred, and 
these will serve later for the m acadam 
work. 
In 
grading 
am ple 
m aterial 
should be left to form the shoulders. 
Care should be used in properly slop­ 
ing cuts and fills to avoid as far as pos­ 
sible settlem ent of m aterial. A slope of 
not less than one and one-half to one 
should be used. 
Care should also be 
taken to have the gutter grades so fixed 
that there will be a t least a fall of six 
inches in each hundred feet in order to 
provide surface drainage. 
In general, any stoue th at i3 to be 
used in road building should be test­ 
ed for hardness, toughness, resistance 
to w ear and binding or cem enting val­ 
ue. 
Tike specific gravity, weight per 
cubic foot and w ater absorbed are also 
determ ined. 
With such data as this in 
band and a knowledge of the volume 
and character of traffic to which the 
road is subjected the engineer can 
m ake an intelligent selection of the 
best available material. 
While the dia­ 
bases, diorites anti basalts, all com­ 
monly known as traprock. in general 
m eet the conditions where macadam. 
roads are necessary, yet it is unw ise to 
select a rock by species alone, as they 
all vary greatly. 
There are tw’o distinct types of bro­ 
ken stoue road in use today, known as 
m acadam and telford roads. The mac­ 
adam road of today is so different from 
the type specified by Macadam that the 
relation is hardly recognizable. 
By the 
best practices used this road consists ia 
a foundation course of two and one- 
half inch stone of varying thickness. 
This foundation should be thoroughly 
rolled with a steam roller and not more 
than a thickness of five or six inches 
rolled at a time. 
On top of this Is 
placed a three or four inch layer of one 
and one-half inch stone, and after thor­ 
oughly rolling a layer of rock screen­ 
ings below three-quarters of an inch la 
size is spread. This layer of screenings 
should be sufficient only to fill the sur­ 
face voids of the w earing course and 
should not be applied all in one layer. 
Each application of screenings should 
be rolled in before the next application 
is made. 
A fter the surface has been 
thoroughly filled with screenings the 
road should be well sprinkled with a 
w atering cart and rolled with a steam 
roller until it is thoroughly bonded. 
This rolling should continue until the 
surface ceases to wave in front of the 
roller. 
Stone should never be dumped on the 
road, and if specially devised spread­ 
ing wagons are not used the stone 
should be dum ped on boards and spread 
from them on to the road. 
The con­ 
tractor should be required to place 
about a hundred tons of No. 2 stone 
j and screenings at a convenient place 
I for each mile of road built for the pin* 
J pose of m aking future repairs. 
The telford road of today varies only 
from the m acadam road in that it has 
a hand paved foundation course, con­ 
sisting of coarse stone eight or nine 
inches 
in 
its 
greatest 
dimensions, 
i These stones are placed on edge in the 
SU berede by hand on their broadest 
bases and at right angles to the line of 
the road, and all irregular portions are 
broken off with hammers. 
This type of road was first designed 
by a French engineer named Tresaguet 
forty years in advance of Telford. The 
roads built by Telford had flat sub­ 
grades. but those constructed by Tre­ 
saguet had cambered subgrades, which 
are supposed to have the effect of a 
keystone arch, and this is the form in 
which they are constructed today, 
it 
• is rather an interesting fact th at is 
I France practically all of the broken 
stone roads are of the M acadam type, 
while in England they arc largely of 
the Tresaguet or Telford type. 
Experience has proved that the oifij 
way in which roads can be kept it 
good condition and at reasonable cost 
is by continuous and intelligent m ain­ 
tenance. 
It is a m istaken alt bough un­ 
fortunately 
general 
impression 
that 
certain types of road are permanent. 
Nonpermanent road has ever been con 
st m eted or ever can be 
Gutter*, catch basins awd cu lv e rt 
ought by ail means to be kept clean 
mid small gullies in shoulders should 
be filled before they become too large. 
The loose stone which nearly always 
appears on the surface of a macadam 
road the first spring after it is built 
should be raked up and stacked for fu­ 
ture use.

uate, Writes Verse. 


"FOUND" BY LOCAL ATTORNEYS 


While in Office 'For Night Inscribes 


Weird Poem to Morphine— 


In Dope's Grasp. 


A second DeQuincey, 
who can 


weave delightful—and at the same 
time wierd—thoughts into verse, 
while under the influence of morphine, 
has been found in Richard Warreii 
King, a DePauw graduate, who is, iu 
the vernacular, down and out, and 
who has been here for several days 
seeking help from kindly Rushville 
men. 


While in the hospital during the 


Spanish-American war, King was 
subjected to a morphine treatment to 
ease his pain which fastened a habit 
on him that has blighted his life. The 
dope has presented him with a wast- 
ed and shriveled 
shell of a tody 


which must weary through-'the world 
until the end. 


That Richard Warren King is tal- 


ented, that is, it is unnecessary to 
take his word for it, is evidenced by 
some of the gems of verse that he has 
produced during the last few days he 
has been here. He appealed to a local 
law firm for assistance and their de- 
sire to help him resulted in the dis- 
covery that he is a genius while un- 
der the influence of the terrible drug. 


Richard Warren King's is a pa- 


thetic story. 
Born and reared of 


good parentage in Franklin .county, 
near Brookville, he got a common 
school education and graduated from 
the high school. Seeking higher hon- 
ors he took the four year course at 
DePauw University and graduated. 


When the Spanish-American war 


broke out, the chance to enlist ap- 
pealed to this adventurous youth. He 
saw active service in the war. but his 
step in going to war was the 
fatal 


one for him. King declares he was in 
Col. Roosevelt's company in the bat- 
tle of San Juan Hill, and was wound- 
ed, the last one being the one which 
sent him to the hospital and caused 
his life to be stunted at its very out- 
set. 


Kins describes the battle of San 


Juan Hill in a fascinating manner. 
He was wounded first he says, when a 
ball pierced his hip. He saw the con- 
stellation in an instant, but soon re- 
covered and was in the thick of the 
fray again. The second time. King 
relates, a filthy Spaniard N!iad 
a 


drawn sword at his breast'and was 
in the act of stabbing him io death 
when King shot him. King carries 
a scar "ii his breast where the sword 
pierced the skin.

describe the battle of San Juan Hill.

He said he was stark 
crazy for a dose of dope within twen- 
ty-six hours after he was sent out 
leased as cured. 


Opie Reid. too. King declares, was 


not cured of the habit. He says the 
famous Kentucky novelist is still a' 
servant of dope, and used it as reg- 
ularly as he ever did. King asserts 
that he has corresponded with Opie 
Reid since they were released from 
the hospital, and that Reid wrote him 
he could withstand the pangs of hun- 
ger for morphine no more than thir- 
ty-si hours after he was sent out 
as cured. 


King applied to a local law firm 


the other day for work. The attor- 
neys had compassion on him and at- 
tempted to assist him. King has just 
been released from an Indianapolis 
hospital where he nearly died with 
the fevei-, and presents a sorry coun- 
tenance and figure. He was allowed 
to sleep in this law office 
several 


nights, and the barristers were re- 
warded for their kindness'with sever- 
al pieces of poetry which King wrote 
during the long nights and which he 
left about on the tables.

Campaign 
For 
Governorship .Has 


Aroused' an Interest Unprecedented 
in the Old Green Mountain State, 
and the Vote Today Is Expected, to 
Break All Records — Possibility of 
Contest Going to the Legislature. 


Burlington, Vt., Seut. 3.—A political 


campaign for the governorship of Ver- 
mont unprecedented by the interest 
aroused and of bitterness engendered, 
ended with rallies in scores of towns 
and 
cities_ last 
night. 
A 
vote 


approaching 70,000 is prophesied in 
today's election, of which C. D. Thomp- 
son, state chairman of the Progres- 
sive party, claims 20,000. That this is 
the high water mark is evidenced ty 
the more conservative claims of other 
Bull Moose leaders. Twelve thousand 
and upward will be a virtual victory 
for the third party movement, and to 
keep this figure down is the desperate 
endeavor of the old guard Republi- 
cans. They are making no statement 
other than that their candidate will 
be elected today. -For a quarter of a 
century the average vote in Vermont 
on the presidential-year has been 63,- 
000. 
Giving the Prohibitionists and 


Socialists their thousand each, about 
60,000 votes are left to be divided be- 
tween Allen Fletcher of Cavendish, 
'Republican, Harland B. Howe, of St. 
Johnsbury, Democrat, and the Rev. 
Frazer Metzger of Randolph, Progres- 
sive. Two years ago the Democratic 
nominee for governor polled 17,000 
votes. Mr. Howe is- expected to ex- 
ceed this number because of the strong 
.Wilson sentiment in many parts of 
the state. 


That the Democrats went to the 


polls today with unhrolren ranks is 
virtually conceded. If they succeed 
in bringing their vote up to 20,000 the 
40,000 left for the regular 'Republicans 
and Progressives will likely be split 
into 25.000 for Fletcher and 15,000 for 
Metzger, and tie 
election will be 


thrown into the legislature.. The sen- 
ate will be almost solidly Republican, 
according to custom, and as the Pro- 
gressives have less titan fifty candi- 
dates for the house, the representa- 
tives will ie for Fletcher by a large 
majority. 
The only thing that will 


overthrow this alignment is a surpris- 
ing gain on the part of the Democrats. 
Vermont has not been so shaken, in 
years, and a surprising vote either 
way will not upset the knowing politi- 
cians. -.

Mr. Fletcher, whose millions have 
been paraded before the voters by 
both Progressives and Democrats, and 
the continued statement that became 
to Vermont from Indianapolis with the 
purpose of becoming governor, are the 
most vulnerable points in his politi- 
cal armor. The rest of his ticket bids 
fair to be elected. 


It was {he wish of the Republicans 


to confine the campaign to state is- 
sues, of which there are practicaHy 
none that interest the Progressive 
party. The latter stand for wide open 
primaries, and it is this that the old 
guard fears wctrae than poison. The 
rank and file wish to have something 
to say about who is nominated for the 
governorship, which they have never 
had heretofore. 
The Progressive 


movement has been greatly aided by 
the brilliant array of Bull Moose ora- 
tors who have covered the stats. 


In Burlington it is currently report- 


ed that a campaign barrel has been 
opened and that floaters-are being 
bought for Fletcher. It is this, with 
the fact that the Progressives have 
no representation on the election 
boards, that makes possible a larger 
vote for Fletcher than otherwise would 
be recorded.

ton the question of grades is one not 
to be overlooked in road building. The 
character of the soil and natural drain- 
age conditions hare much to do with 
the cost of maintenance. Therefore too 
much consideration cannot be given to 
location. Tbe main points to be dealt 
•with are 111 directness, (2) grade. i3> 
natural drainage and 14) character of 
the soil. 


The foundation to be built for an; 


road should depend largely upon local 
conditions. Some soils of a gravelly na- 
ture make tbe best foundations and 
will be sufficient without treatment 
other than grading upon which to con- 
struct a macadam road. 


Soils that are of a clayey nature or 


that contain pockets of quicksand, un- 
stable earth or organic matter are 
treacherous and require special treat-

meat. In sucb cases the unstable ma- 
terial should be removed and replaced 
with gravel or sand, and wherever 
practicable the earth subgraiJe should 
be thoroughly rolled, preferably with a 
steam roller; and made to conform in 
crown or camber to the surface of the 
finished road. Sandy snbgrades may be 
improved by the use of a thin layer of 
clay or soil. 


There are two forms of drainage es- 


sential in road building, (1) surface 
drainage and (2) subdrainage. There 
are three essential points to be con- 
sidered in connection with surface 
drainage. (1) The surface of the road 
should' be of snch a shape that water 
will quickly drain from It to the side 
ditches: CJ) the side ditches should be 
fldeiisiate in size to carry, without 
overflow, the maximum rainfall, and 
they should bo of such depth and 
grade ttmt water will travel easily to 
low points on the road, and (3) from 
"the low pointsHhere should be suitable 
outlets to convey the water to the 
natural drainage of the country. 


Water should never be permitted to 


remain under a macadam road; con- 
sequently subdrainage must be resort- 
ed tp nt times. 
Water softens the 


foundation, allows the broken stone to 
be foBced. into it by the traffic, and in 
freezing it expands and dislodges the 
broken stone, destroying the bond. 
There are several ways of removing 
the subsurface water, (1) by raising 
the subgrade; (2) by side drains con- 
sisting of narrow trenches filled with 
broken stone, with a pipe five or six 
inches in diameter near the bottom. A 
drain of this type should have fre- 
quent Bide outlets. On hillsides a pipe 
or culvert is carried under the road at 
suitable points. 


Another type of snbdraln that is 


much used in Massachusetts is tbe "V" 
drain. It consists In shaping tbe sab- 
drain in tbe form of a "V," tbe angle 
being at the' center of tbe road. This 
to filled with coarse atone op to tbe 
foundation grade and has frequent side 
outlets. Tbis type is rather expensive 
and very frequently can be dispensed 
with by. raising tbe subgrade with 
suitable sand, gravel or clay. 


Another type, of drain practical for 


side bill locations la a subside drain, 
located on the upper side of the road 
to'lntercept and provide an outlet for 
surface and ground water before It 
reaches tbe road proper. 


Great care should be used in property 


grading a road. 


Tbe practice in America is generally 


to pla.ce,the.maximum grade at 5 per 
cent for important roads, as a bone 
can trot without difficulty up iueb a 
grade, and another Important consider- 
•tiqn In connection with grades is that 
I.macadam surface ran only be main- 
tained at great .-out on steep grades.

•boot 15 per'cent Tbe careful'engi- 
neer will set his grade stakes not 
more than fifty feet apart, and in no 
case should they be orer a hundred, and 
these will serve later for tbe macadam 
work.. In grading ample material 
should be left to form the shoulders. 
Care should be used In properly slop- 
ing cuts and fills to avoid as far as pos- 
sible settlement of material. A slope of 
.not less than one and one-half to on* 
should be used. Care should also bo 
taken to bare tbe gutter grades so lixed 
that there will beat least a fall of six 
inches in each hundred feet in order to 
provide surface drainage. 


In general, any stone that is to be 


used in road building should be test- 
ed for hardness, toughness, resistance 
to wear and binding or cementing val- 
ue. The specific gravity? weight per 
cubic foot and water absorbed are also 
determined. With sucb data as this in. 
band and a knowledge of the volume 
and character of traffic to which the 
road is subjected the engineer can 
make an intelligent selection of the 
best available material. While the dia- 
bases, diorites and basalts, all com- 
monly known as traprock1. In general 
meet tbe conditions where macadam 
roads are necessary, yet it is unwise to 
select a rock by species alone, as they 
all vary greatly. 


There are two distinct types of bro- 


ken stone road in use today, known as 
macadam and telford. roads. Tbe mac- 
adam road of today is so different from 
the type specified by Macadam that the 
relation is hardly recognizable. By tbe 
best practices used this road consists IB 
a foundation course of two and one- 
half Inch stone of varying thickness. 
This foundation should be thoroughly 
rolled with a steam roller and not more 
than a thickness of five or sis inches 
rolled at a time. On top of this Is 
placed a three or fonr inch layer of one 
and one-half inch stone, and after thor- 
oughly rolling a layer of rock.Bcreen- 
ings below three-quarters of an Inch la 
size is spread. This layer of screenings 
should be sufficient only to fill the sur- 
face voids of the wearing course and 
should not be applied all in one layer. 
Eaeh application of screenings should 
be rolled in before the next application. 
is made. After the surface has been 
thoroughly filled with sereenings the 
road should be well sprinkled with a 
watering cart and rolled with a steam 
roller untfl. it is thoroughly bonded- 
This rolling should continue until the 
surface ceases to wave in front of the 
roller. 


Stone should never be dumped on the 


road, and if specially devised spread- 
ing wagons are not used the stone 
should be dumped oa boards and spread 
from them on to the road. The con- 
tractor should be required to place 
about a hundred tons of No. 2 stone 
and screenings at a convenient place 
for each mile of rpad built for the pur- 
pose of making future repairs. 


The telford road of today varies only 


from the macadam road in that it has 
a hand paved foundation course, con- 
sisting of coarse stone eight or nine 
iuches in its greatest dimensions. 
These stones tire placed on edge in the 
subgrade by hand on their broadest 
bases aisd at right angles to the line of 
the road, and all irregular portions are 
broken off with hammers. 
< 


This type of road was first designed 


by a French engineer named Tresaguet 
forty years in advance of Telford. The 
roads built by Telford had flat sub- 
grades, but those constructed by Tre- 
saguet had cambered subsrades,>.whicb 
are supposed to have the effect of a 
keystone arch, and this is the form, ia 
which they are constructed today. It 
is rather an interesting fact that in 
France practicaHy all of the broken 
stone roads are of the Macadam type, 
white in Engjand_ they are largely of 
the~Tresaguet or'TeiFord type?" - - 


Experience has proved that the only 


way in which roads can be kept ic 
good condition and at reasonable cost 
is by continuous and intelligent main- 
tenance. It is'a mistaken although "un"-" 
fortunately general impression that 
certain types of road are permanent. 
No^perinauent road has ever been con- 
structed or ever can be. 


Gutters, catch basius aad culverts 


ought by all means to be kept cleaa. 
laud small gullies in shoulders should 
be filled before they become too large. 
Tbe loose stone which nearly always 
appears on the surface of a macadam 
road the first spring after it is built 
should be raked up and stacked for fu- 
ture use. Small holes and incipient

If small defects are attended to woes 


they first appear it wiH be unnecsssary 
to resurface the road until it to'won 
entirely through to the fomJadoa 
coons.
